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VAUDEVILLE ARTISTS 
INAUGURATED A NEW ERA 


By J. E. EDWARDS 
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NE year ago this week, on May 9, 1916, to 
be exact, there was issued from the office 
of the Secretary of State for New York an 

unassuming piece of parchment authorizing the 
National Vandeville Artists, Inc., to begin and en- 
gage in activities within the confines of the bor- 
ders of the Empire State. To the average person, 
unfamiliar with the inner workings of the 
theatrical world, the issuance of this document, 
in reality a charter, meant but the launching 
of another organization of the stage, but to 
the world of vaudeville performers it inaugu- 
rated an era which to them will mean ene- 
fieence, and, it is hoped, unalloyed prosperity 
for ages to come. More, it was the initial 
stepping stone for complete and perfect har- 
mony between those two essentials to the world 
of variety—the artist and the manager. For 
the first time in the history of vaudeville upon 
the American stage the opportunity was 
afforded the artist to meet the manager, or the 
employer, upon an equal footing. It marked 
the beginning of new life and impetus to the 
noble profession known as ‘‘vaudeville,’’ 

This week, the first anniversary of the founding 
of the National Vaudeville Artists, Inc., is 
being auspiciously observed by its rapidly grow- 
ing. membership. It is with a feeling of 
genuine pride and satisfaction that its founders 
and its vast membership celebrate this anni- 
versaty. Volumes might be written of the real 
good which the N. V. A. has accomplished for 
the yaudeville artists during the single year 
of its existence, and even then the real purport 
and significance of its value to vaudeartists 
might remain untold. Suffice it to say that 
never in the history of stagedom has an or- 
ganization grown and prospered so amazingly in 
such a short space of time as has this or- 
ganization, which now observes the passing of 
the first milestone of its career. 


Back of the organization of the National 
Vaudeville Artists, Inc., there hangs a tale— 
and a mighty interesting one at that. To 
those identified with vaudeville the story is 
well known, but to others it might be especially 
timely. It is a story dating back a number of 
years, which had its climax about a year and 
a half ago, when eruptions in the vaudeville 
world became quite frequent, due to the mut- 
terings and malcontent of an organization made 
vp of vaudeville performers, at the head of 
which was a clique of disturbers who posed as 
‘fends of the actors solely to gratify personal 
aims and ambitions. This vaudeville organiza- 
tion, at one time quite powerful, and number- 
ing thousands -of vaudeartists in its member- 
ship, through the machinations of its dictating 
officers, had become a menace to organized 
vaudeville. In its efforts to bring about union- 
ism in the ranks of vaudeville artists, and its 
endeavors to dictate to the managers in mat- 
ters over which it really had no right to 
dictate, this organization rapidly lost favor, 
culminating finally in an open break and the 
severing of relations for all time to come. 

There were in the field of vaudeville hun- 
dreds, aye, thousands, of artists who were not 
in sympathy with the existing organization, 
but who, on the contrary, were loyal and true 
to organized vaudeville—well realizing the bene- 
fits and advantages to be gained by perfect 
harmony and understanding between the two 
opposite forces. It was readily seen that in 
order for the artist to enjoy continued pros- 
perity, and at the same time to have the 
benefit of this harmony and understanding, a 
form of organization, quite contrary to that 
of the existing body, was not only desirable, 
but a necessity. And right here it must be 
stat(d the artists were not alone in this belief. 
The heads of organized vaudeville themselves 
not only favored such a new organization, but 
actually brought about its formation. In order 
to make possible a new body of vaudeville 
artists, one in which they could have perfect 
confidence, and one which they could at the 
same time aid by their united support, the 
heads of the various vaudeville circuits, in- 
aluding the so-called “big time’ and the 
“small time,’? banded themselves together in 
the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Associa- 
tion, having as its principal purpose the pro- 
tection of the vaudeville industry of the United 
States. Thus organized they told the artists 
to go ahead and organize a new body of their 
own, one adapted to the dignified government 
of artists rather than dominated by the union- 


ism idea, and one which would be a credit to 
the profession rather than a reproach into which 
the existing vaudeville organization had at that 
time deteriorated. To this new organization 
of vaudeville artists the Vaudeville Managers’ 
Protective Association pledged not only its 
support, but also the assurance that it would 
treat with it in a manner absolutely fair and 
above board, would grant to vaudeville all 
legitimate demands, and, in fact, would do

on behalf of the artist were more than ap- 
preciated may be realized from the fact that 
on the day that application was made for the 
charter the applications for membership already 
totaled more than 2,000.

everything within its power to make it suc- 
cessful. 

Late in April of last year, after weeks of 
discussion and planning, a band of ten popular 
and prominent vaudeville stars finally completed 
the preliminary details of their proposed organi- 
zation and on May 1 filed application with ‘the 
Secretary of State for a charter for the National 
Vandeville Artists, Inc., having as its object 
the promotion, improvement and uplifting of 
vaudeville, and its restoration. to a professional 
standard, as well as to voluntarily aid -and 
assist its members, to cultivate the talents of 
its members and increase their professional 
abilities, to better their conditions in the vaude- 
ville world, and to bring about more peaceable 
and harmonious relations betwegn the vaudeville 
managers and the vaudeville artists. 


The incorporatora of the National Vandeville 
Artists, ten in number, will go down in history 
as the launchers for vandeville performers of 
a new regime which should long prosper and 
continue. The original incorporators were: 

Eddie Leonard, George McKay, Hugh Her- 
bert, Henry Chesterfield, Oscar Lorraine, Bert 


_ Bight | days _after the filing of the incorpora- 
tion papers in Albany, on May 9, 1916 (a red- 
letter day in vaudeville history), the charter 
authorizing the National Vaudeville Artists, 
Inc., to engage in business wys granted, and 
the-actual work of organization begun For 
weeks the incorporators were busy with the 
multitudinous details incidental to organization, 
and late in the month the first set of pre- 
liminary officers was named, with Eddie Leon- 
ard-as president, an honor which the ever- 
popular blackface comedian will no doubt long 
cherish. Hugh Herbert was named vice-presi- 
cent, Henry Chesterfield secretary, and George 
McKay treasurer. Thus organized the National 
Vandeville Artists launched its sweeping mem- 
bership campaign, and for weeks the applica- 
tions simply poured in, fairly swamping the 
association executives, Order was finally re- 
Stored out of chaos and on Wednesday, July 
26, the first election of permanent officers was 
held. Those named to serve for the first year, 
and who are still the incumbents, follow:

The National 
Vaudeville Artists enjoy these distinctions 
and prospers. That it will long continue to 
do so seems practically assured. It is builded 
on bedrock foundation. Tt is made up of tim- 
bers iu which there is no rottenness por under 
lying causes. It is an organization of the 
performer and for the performer in every sense 
of the word.

Something It Can Do and Which if It Does Do Will Cause Every One of 
Its Members To Rise Up and Call It Blessed 


The rapacity, the inordinate greed, and the extortionate exactions 
of the theatrical trade papers have long been a heavy and grievous 
burden upon vaudeville artists—a burden that is growing heavier and 
heavier week by week. Advertising is no longer proffered. It is de- 
manded. Artists are taxed by these blackmailing sheets. Tribute is 
levied against them and ruthlessly collected. 

Artists must be relieved of the intolerable load—protected against 
the practical depredations. 

There is an easy, practical and feasible way. 

This article points it out. 


One of the most serious evils that members of the N. V. A. have to 
contend with is the incessant and insatiable demands for advertising made 
upon them by the so-called trade press (class publications is the better term) 
publications, like Variety, The New York Star, The Clipper, The Telegraph 
and—-we admit frankly and openly—-The Billboard. 

The extent to which the vaudeartists are mulct and plundered by the 
papers named and a dozen or so more small, uninfluential and insignificant 
prototypes is a shame and a scandal. 

The manner in which the business is obtained, too—through menacing 
solicitors who resort to covert and ofttimes open threats—is disgraceful 
(in justice to them and ourselves we must say that our solicitors, Jack 
Drucker, in New York, and Emery Ettleson, in Chicago, are gentlemen and 
would not resort to strong- 
arm methods even if our 
rigid rules and instructions 
did not explicitly and im- 
peratively forbid the prac- 
tice) and discreditable to 
the papers that stoop to 
them. 


The rate at which this 
advert'sting is sold (again 
The Billboard, which offers 
artists a special and very 
low rate, must be excepted) 
is so high that it is extor- 
tionate, so high that most 
of the papers who indulge 
in this heinous practice pay

Not only do we regard it as illegitimate, but we believe we know how, by 
the employment of special advertising experts, copy writers, illustrators and 
the creation of special service bureaus, to give the artist real, bona fide ad- 
vertising at a tenth of the cost he is now stung for. 

Real advertising is a wonderful thing. It is one of the most remarkable 
agencies—one of the greatest forces—of modern times. We would regard it 
as a proud privilege indeed to be the means of placing it at the disposal of 
artists. 

But to make it available for them all of their present notions, all of the 
lying and trickery of the solicitors, all of the sophistry and misrepresenta- 
tions of the trade press must be burnt over and ploughed under. 

We can not very well do this until we can abandon the present class of 
vaudeville representation, and we can not do that as long as such course on 
our part would be playing into the hands of our competitors. 

BUT HERE IS WHERE THE N. V. A. COMES IN. 

The National Vaudeville Artists’ Association, Inc., can by the simplest 
expedient in the world solve the whole problem and save its membership 
hundreds of thousands of dollars a year. 

It can confer this inestimably valuable, this priceless boon, upon each 
and every one of its members almost by the stroke of a pen. 

Let it pass a resolution branding all advertising as it now obtains as 
unethical, and then forbid all members irrespectively to indulge in it. 

The Billboard would favor making this resolution so rigid, so inflexible 
and so drastic that an artist before he could advertise a change of residence, 
address or agents, before he could advertise for a partner or new material, 
before he could offer old costumes for sale, would have to get a permit from 
the secretary of the N. V. 
A., but that may safely be 
left to the discretion of the 
members. 


The great desideratum 
js to put the artist in a po- 
sition where he can not 
give an advertisement to 
one of these blood-sucking 
harpies if he wants to—to 
safeguard him so that he 
will no longer be the prey 
of the predatory solicitor.

A rate exacted which is 
so outrageously high that

Is there much difference between that sort of thing and downright stealing? 

And the quality of the advertising! 

Is it, in fact, advertising? 

Is it not, in reality, a supposititious immunity from harsh and undeserved 
criticism that the artist buys? 

Is this not what the publishers sell? 

Is there not a perfect understanding on both sides to this effect and in 
ninety per cent of the instances? 

Also, do not these solicitors represent and claim that the editors of 
these papers are “a power in U. B. O.,” “have great influence with Mr. 
Albee,” “is a warm friend of Mr. Murdock,” etc.? 

Considering these representations, are the solicitors selling advertising 
to the artists or are they selling “pull” and “influence” (which have no other 
existence than in the solicitor’s words—not even in his mind), and does that 
not become very, very near “obtaining money under false pretenses?” 

The Billboard thinks it does. 

We have long thought so. 

We do not want that kind of money and would gladly have foresworn 
it years ago were it not for the fact that the absence of the business from 
our columns and its presence in large quantities in those of other papers 
would give the latter an unfair advantage over us in that it would lead the 
unknowing advertiser to assume that we had little or no vaudeville fol- 
lowing. If he desired to appeal to vaudeville artists he would likely give 
his advertising to the papers that carried the representation, not knowing 
how it was obtained or how little it signified. Many new advertisers (and 
auite a few not so new—quite old enough to know better) place their ad- 
vertising on the “follow the crowd” principle. So were we to abandon what 
representation we now carry it would operate against us seriously and place 
us ata distinct disadvantage. 


So, much against our inclination, we have kept our solicitors and kept 
after the business, salving our consciences meanwhile by giving vaudeartists 
the lowest rate, the largest circulation and the best quality of circulation, 
for, be it known, we sincerely believe that if this kind of advertising can be 
made to pay the artist at all it will pay him best in The Billboard. 

But we don’t like it. 

We would far rather not have it.

We trust that every member of the N. V. A. that reads this article will make 
it his business to see that some other member reads it and reads it carefully, 
and that he will discuss it thoroughly with other members who have read it 
wherever and whenever opportunity presents itself. 

There is an old saying which has it, ‘“‘He who has himself for a lawyer 
has a fool for a client.” There is a world of truth in it, too, but not half as 
much as if it read, “‘He who has himself for an advertising expert has an ass 
for an adviser.” 

Nothing looks so easy as advertising and no one thinks he knows more 
about it than the average vaudeartist, but in reality no science is deeper or 
more difficult, and vaudeartists, at least, the rank and file of them, know 
very little of it. The amount of money burned up—utterly wasted—annually 
by vaudeville artists in the aggregate is simply appalling. 

The “Crow” ad (and most vaudeville artists’ ads are written at other 
artists) provokes jealousy, ill-will, unkind comment and thereby serves tv 
defeat one of the fundamental aims of the organization, i. e., cementing al! 
members in the bonds of brotherhood. 

The N. V. A. can bring back the old spirit that obtained in vaudeville 
before the days of the hatepreaching labor exhorter and the venomous 
distrustspreading trade journal. Then every artist was a booster for every 
other artist, and the knocker, slanderer and blackmailer never got anything 
for his pains but black looks and occasionally a licking. 

Just to bring back that old spirit would be worth while, but to save a 
brother artist much money—to augment his prosperity and protect him 
against shameless exploitation—is much more. 

Clip the petition to Secretary Chesterfield. Sign it and mail it to him. 
Then follow up the matter and agitate it until some action is taken. 

The money saved by this resolution, if invested in war-loan Govern- 
ment bonds, will go a long way toward helping to win the war. 

Do not be afraid that you are going to hurt any worthy paper. 

A worthy paper is one which is doing worthy, useful work. Such papers 
never lack support. It is vouchsafed them because they earn and deserve it. 
They may have to hustle for the payroll at times, but they always obtain it. 
Any paper that can not live without strongarming and blackmailing does

The N. V. A. legi#lates for its members every 
detail of bis vaufeville life, with the exception 
of fixing his salary. It protects him in every 
way possible, It guarantees his contracts: it 
secures payment of salary; ft prevents unjost 
eancellations: it bolds up unfair fines; it se- 


nates in the Vaudeville Managers’ Protectiv- 
Association have set aside the entire receipt« 
of each of their theaters throughout the coustry 
on one day each spring to be donated In full 
to the N. V. A. There are several thousand 
theaters, and the income from this source 
aggregate $200,000 a year, all col 
lected in a single day. This is a low estimate 
Then there is to be the greatest all-star benefit 
held at the Hippodrome the evening of 
Sunday, June 3.

fn their declining days, or provides for their 
dependents in case of death. For this reason 
alone, if for no other, every actor engaged in 
the vaudeville profession should, by every law 
or reason, enroll himself or herself in the ranks 
of this youthful, though already powerful, or- 
gcanization. 

The insurance feature of the N. V. A. organi- 
gation is fast being worked out by a special 
‘ommittee of members, and will very shortly 
be ready for launching. The plan is to take 
out a group or blanket policy, covering the 
entire membership, with the result that each 
individual member, by the sole payment of his 
apnnal dues of $10, will be protected against 
death to the amount of $2,500, with provision 
made for payments of $25 per week in case of 
accident or sickness for a consecutive period 
of four weeks. 

In addition to this insurance fund the N. V. 
A. is already engaged in raising a fund of 
$1,000,000 to endow a home for aged and infirm 
vaudevillians, both men and women, a move- 
ment which has the backing and strong support 
both morally and financially, of the Vaudeville 
Managers’ Protective Association, 

For the benefit of those vaudeartists who have 
not had the foresight up to now to join the 
ranks of the National Vaudeville Artists a 
few of the primary reasons why such member- 
ship is not only desirable but most highly 
feasible are herewith advanced, 

In the first place the N. V. A. affords to 
its members a co-operative professional and 
social life, with all of the advantages enjoyed 
by similar organizations, and many which other 
bodies of a like nature do not embrace. Fur- 


“‘material’’ and stage ‘“‘business,”’ and in every 
dispute over bookings and contracts, 

The National Vaudeville Artists, Inc., is the 
first and only organization of vaudeville per- 
formers ever to secure an equitable contract 
from the managers; in this instance it was 
voluntarily submitted by the managers. One 
of the principal features of this contract is 
a noncancellation clause; another feature is a 
maximum jump provision, 

These and the fact that there exists a 
perfect harmony and working understanding be- 
tween the National Vaudeville Artists, Inc., and 
the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Association 
are good aud sufficient reasons, it is felt, why 
every artist who earns his livelihood upon the 
vaudeville stage should at affiliate and 
place himself or herself in a position to enjoy 
the many and munificent benefits which such 
membership brings, 

The vaudeville managers, headed by A. Pan! 
Keith, BE. F. Albee, Marcus Loew, William Fox 
and their associates at the head of the various 
vaudeville circuits worked out this plan of two 
great governing bodies working in harmony to 
bring peace and order and general prosperity 
into vaudeville and maintain it with evenhanded 
justice. 

Vaudeville ts the first branch of the show 
world to accent the latest and most altruistic 
business ideals. When the managers decided 
that the artists was a partner and fellow 
worker with them and should be recognized as 
such and dealt with on a basis of collective 
bargaining they organized the Vaudeville Man- 
agers’ Protective Association and told the ar- 
tists to go abead and organize the National

cures courtesy for the artists from magnate 
to back doorman. It sees that the artist does 
not have to make too long jumps between en- 
gagements; it fights his battles with the rail- 
ways and the transfer companies; it sees that 
his or her songs, ideas, comedy, acts are not 
infringed upon or stolen. 

Right here it should be emphasized that the 
N, V. A. protects the women of the profession, 
As a matter of fact, women in vaudeville are 
the rulers of the programs and the highest 
salaries are paid them. Without them there 
would be no vaudeville. Once in a while some 
unemployed actor shouts that the women of 
vaudeville have to accept insulting advances 
to get work. Now the high command of vande- 
ville wants someone to make specific complaints 
if this sort of thing exists or has existed. 
Nothing would please vaudeville executives bet- 
ter than to have the spotlight of publicity 
turned upon any of these alleged abuses, Piti- 
less publicity is invited—prayed for—welcomed. 
There is nothing to hide or cover up in vaude- 
ville today. Ask anyone making general charges 
to name names, dates, places and you will 
find them silent, 

The N, V. A. clubrooms look far up Broad- 
way. There is a smart cafe and restaurant, 
billiard room, smoking room, ladies’ parlor, read- 
ing room, ballroom and every convenience that 
a modern modish club should have. Every 
Thursday night there is a gala ball at the N. 
Vv. A. rooms, and the best dancing in this 
country is seen there, for many members are 
professional ‘‘hoofers.’’ The headliners and the 
lesser artists get together socially. It is a big 
jolly party every Thursday night. Again, take 


heed of the fact that the vaudeville mag-

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ESS than six months have elapsed since the one-year-old National Vaude- 
ville Artists, Inc., moved into its pretentious, and at that time spacious, 
headquarters and clubrooms on the third floor of the building at Broad- 

way and Forty-eighth street, New York City, yet in that brief space of time 
the organization has shown such a rapid growth in membership that the 
rooms already are far too inadequate, and a special committee of the body 
is even now engaged ir seeking new and larger quarters, which have been 
found absolutely necessary in order to provide comfort and pleasure for the 
personne! of the order. However, it will be at least fall or early winter be- 
fore the organization will take its departure 
to its proposed new home, so that at this 
time, the first anniversary of the founding 
of the order, a description of the handsome- 
ly appointed headquarters is most timely. 

The National Vaudeville Artists, Inc., 
comprising today a bona fide membership 
of upwards of 6,000 vaudeville artists, in- 
cluding both men and women, occupies the 
entire third floor of the building at the 
southwest corner of Broadway and Forty- 
eighth street. At the very outset it is safe 
to say that not a single organization num- 
bering among its membership men or women 
of the stage profession has such elaborate 
and tasty furnishings as have these club- 
rooms. Four large separate and individual 
rooms, an exceptionally large reception hall, 
and a suite of business offices constitute 
“headquarters,” where at almost any hour 
of the day or night may be found anywhere 
from fifty to 
five hundred 
members of 
the order, on 
pleasure or 
on. business 
bent, with the

Disem- 
barking from 
the elevator 
the member 
or visitor 
finds himself 
in the spa- 
cious recep- 
tion hall, 
known to 
members as 
Peacock Alley, because of its lavish decorations and 
appointments. Here may be found the attendants, 
who are the personification of courtesy, and who at- 
tend to the wants of visitors in most satisfying fashion. 
The reception hall is tastily decorated in old rose, with 
comfortable settees, telephone booths, registration 
desk, etc. Here the male and female members of the 
erder may commingle in conversation, or opposite 
members of the sex, who are not members of the 
order, may be entertained, unless it is desired to visit 
the dining room, where refreshments may be ob- 
tained. 

To the right of Peacock Alley is the women’s 
room, a room of which the female members of the N. 

This is without a doubt 
one of the most dainty, most lavishly furnished club- 
rooms to be found anywhere in the city. It is finished 
in wisteria, with an imported carpet, whose every 
shade is duplicated at some point in the room. There 
is real Parisian ivory in the women’s room, genuine 
cluny lace scarfs, Tiffany writing desks; in fact, every 
accessory and comfort for the lady members. In ad- 
dition there is the service of a matron for their wants, 
both day and night. The women’s room faces on 
Broadway, and from its spacious windows a most ex- 
cellent view of the world’s most famous thoroughfare 
is to be had. Adjoining the women’s room to the north, fronting on Broad- 
way and Forty-eight street, is the spacious men’s room, done in blue and 
gold, which, by the way, are the N. V. A. club colors, and containing every 
possible convenience. There are numerous writing desks, comfortable loung- 
ing or reading chairs, complete files of all of the theatrical papers, and many 
of the daily newspapers; in fact, anything which the most sedate club mem- 
ber might enjoy and appreciate. 


West of the men’s room, also facing on Forty-eighth street, is the com- 
modious billiard rooms, where numerous Brunswick-Balke billiard and

pool tables of the very latest pattern and type are to be found—most usually 
in use by enthusiastic members many of whom are strong contenders for 
the laurels of Willie Hoppe or Sutton. The billiard room is simply, though 
tastily, furnished and decorated, and is really one of the most popular 
“corners” of the entire club. 

West of the main reception hall or Peacock Alley is the club dining 
room, finished in a beautiful gray, with draperies and carpets to match. 
Here the club members and their invited guests may provide for the wants 
of the inner man, quite often to the accompaniment of music, a piano being 
one of the furnishings of this particular 
room, A full corps of attendants are on 
hand in the dining room and quick service, 
at moderate prices, is the rule. 

The executive offices occupy the north- 
west corner of the club quarters. Here 
may be found Henry Chesterfield, the 
genial, though hardworked secretary, and 
a corps of assistants, stenographers and 
clerks, each an every one of them busily 
engaged in the multitudinous duties which 
an organization of six thousand members 
exacts. If for no other reason than to 
provide more spacious offices, the National 
vaudeville Artists will be forced to seek 
and occupy new quarters before many 
more months have elapsed. When the 
present quarters, which, by the way, are 
the first to be occupied by the order, were 
taken it was figured they would do service 
for some years to come. Not even the 
most san- 
guine of the 
charter mem- 
bers or in- 
cor porators 
of the organ- 
ization ever 
imagined 
such a great 
membership 
as today ac- 
tually exists. 
The N. V. A. 
simply has 
outgrown its 
quarters, and 
must expand. 
Among the 
proposed im- 
provements 
to the pres- 
ent quarters 
is a roof gar- 
den, to occu- 
py the entire 
roof space of 
the club building. The tentative plans call for a space 
60x168 feet, to be most elaborately furnished and 
fitted up; in fact, claimed by persons who have seen 
the plans, to provide for the most beautiful roof gar- 
den along Broadway. 

This will be the first time in the history of 
American vaudeville that the members of that pro- 
fession have ever had a real roof garden of their 
own. It is almost certain to be installed this sum- 
mer, atop the present quarters, and at enormous ex- 
pense, and a similar, if not more pretentious one, will 
certainly be a part of the new quarters, which the 
N. V. A. before many months will have moved to. 

The handsome club quarters have been the mecca 
for drawing hundreds of members of'the organization 
to it each day and each night during the New York 
engagements. Heretofore vaudevillians have been 
identified with various clubs and orders, but never 
have they been provided with such ideal quarters, 
where their every comfort is not only looked after, 
but anticipated; where they may feel they are really 
at “home” (something few of the people of the the- 
atrical profession are so fortunate as to possess). In 
other words the National Vaudeville Artists, Inc., Nas 
provided for its members headquarters and clubrooms 
that are without an equal among theatrical organiza- 
tions and which even outrank some of the most exclusive clubs in New York.

ONE MORE WORD 


It goes without saying that The Billboard will 
be accused of ulterior and selfish motives for 
advocating this measure. 

All such allegations will be false. 

We are moved and prompted solely by a desire 
to protect vaudeville actors and actresses from 


being mercilessly plundered 
We admit that on account ef the low rate 
we make to vaudeville actors and actresses, on 


account of the high cost of obtaining the busi 
hess, on account of high percentage of loss in 
unpaid accounts due to the fact that we never 


sue to attach acters and on account of our large 
circulation, that we actually lose money on 
every lime of ‘this class of business that we 
print and that we will oe oetter of without it, 
but we stoutly contend that this fact has not 
influenced us one particle in assuming the stand 
we are taking. 

We admit, too, that on account of the stigma 
attaching to this class of business that we 
loathe and despise it, and that, too, despite the 
fact that the methods of OUR solicitors in ob- 
taining our share of it are clean and above re- 


proach, 


The stuff is like Itmburger wrapping—you may 
cleanse, disinfect it as oft as you will, but the 
stench and the stink will cling to ft afill. 

We admit that we are very proud and jealous 
of The Billboard's standing—of its reputation 
for honesty and fair dealing—and that as long 
as we are running this business obtained by 


other papers by such reprebensible methods that 
we are the constant prey of apprehension and 
dread that our paper's splendid reputation will 
be tarnished and even jeopardized. 

We admit that we will be glad when we can 
throw it out without creating the impression 
that we have retired from the vaudeville field 
or giving our competitors a chance to say that 
they have ‘‘run us out.” 

But for all that we solemnly and sincerely 
affirm and deciare that we bave not the slightest 
desire to burt or hamper ever so slightly any 
worthy paper, no matter how small or unin- 
fluential. 

The unworthy ones—and there are at least five 
of them with two more projected and ready to 
be launched—deserve as much consideration as 
so many crawling scorpions. We would as 
cheerfully stamp out of existence the one as the 
other. 


The interest of the vaudeville actor and act- 
ress, however, was the sole and only considera- 
tion which determined us to enter the ring.

salaried and most responsible stenographic po- 
sitions, are, with a few exceptions, held by 
men; bookkeepers of the most important dl- 


visions of business firms are men. Newspaper 
women whose work is much on the same plane 
with that of the men with whom they 
thrown in contact are rarely doing co-ordinate 
or interchangeable work. 


Bot the woman 


are 


on the vaudeville stage is 
matched with men without a shade of ad- 
vantage. She puts up her fight and wins or 
fails, measured by the same standards of ex- 
cellence that men are measured by. And the 
result is the very wholesome one of admitting 
women to inner rings of all vaudeville activities, 

Consequently, the N. V. <A., in both its 
social and its executive sides, incorporates 
vaudeville women representatively. It is an 
organization as much for women as for men, 
: and the paucity of such commendable institu- 
tions, even in the present day of women’s unf- 
versal activity, makes it worthy of admiration 
and a pleasure to belong to. There are press 
clubs where men and women share a building 
tegether, but not where women are admitted 
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to representation on the governing boards and 
on the roster of officers, 

The treasurership of the N. V, A. is held 
by May Irwin, one of vaudeville’s most success- 
ful and representative women. - On the Board 
of Directors are Grace De Mar, Mrs, Gene 
Hughes, Kae Samuels, Kate Elinore and Willa 
Holt Wakefield. The Advisory Board includes 
May Irwin, Lillian Russell, Julia Nash and 
Bessie Clayton. 

The clubrooms at 1587 Broadway, next door 
to the Strand Theater, are open to ladies as 
freely as to men, and in addition to the general 
courtesy a very handsome room, particularly 
set aside for the feminine contingent, has been 
fitted out, with a dressing room attached where 
mirrors and toilet accessories can be had. It 
is a meeting place for friends and a pleasant 
place for a quiet chat, which is an impossibility 
in the crowded hotel lobbies and corridors, 

The dining room is popular as a place for 
luncheon parties and has an atmosphere of un- 
usual charm, due partly to the fact that it 
caters only to the membership, and quite as 
much to the fact that the service is good and 
the food a cheerful coadjutor of the pleasant 
surroundings, There are some hotels on Broad- 
way where girls may go alone for lunch with 
perfect propriety; there are others where they 
may not, and those where they may are not 
infrequently exorbitant in price. 

The N. V. A.’s most worthy privilege, so far 
as its clubrooms are concerned, is in furnishing 


sirls of the vaudeville profession a central 
place to gather, and lunching facilities that are 
not extravagant, yet which have daintiness and 
elegance, and the added commendation of being 
open only to a private membership. 


The support which has been given to so 
young an organization by women whose names 
mean something on a vaudeville program shows 
the popularity accorded it, even after its one 
brief year of trial. Stars of the profession, by 
their patronage, have made the women’s side of 
the National Vaudeville Artists a credit to the 
profession. The leaders who, by their whole- 
souled approval and personal help, have stamped 
it as not only worthy of membership, but of 
actual use, have paved the way for the N. V. 
A’s undisputed success, 


The heartiness with which May Irwin speaks 
of her association with it is the key to the 
Same sort of enthusiasm from other women 
identified in other capacities. Miss Irwin has 
just returned from a long road tour, which has 
not permitted a great deal of time being given 
to the details of her office as treasurer, But her 
first visit to Broadway after she arrived in 
town took her to the headquarters and club- 
rooms, where an able ‘‘understudy’’ has been 
keeping books and directing the treasurership 
during Miss Irwin’s Western absence. 

“Bring me the books and a bigger chair,” 
demanded the comfortable-sized and optimistic

taken for granted as being in perfect condition 
if Miss Irwin’s financial sense means anything. 

In talking of the advantages of the N. V, A.. 
and particularly of what the Broadway rooms 
mean to girl: of the profession, she gaid re- 
cently in talking quite informally: 

“There isn’t a thing that a vaudeville or- 
ganization could have done for the girls which 
would have been better than providing those 
charming rooms and giving them a place to 
go and have lunch and put that essential Lit- 
tle dab of powder on. 


“There’s something elevating in the atmos- 
phere over there! Can't you feel it as soon as 
you step out of the elevator? It’s a place to 
be proud of, and there isn’t a member who 
uses those rooms who doesn’t feel proud of 
them, and not a visitor who doesn’t wish she 
belonged, 

“So many of us have to take the rough 
treatment of the road, which is pretty bad at 
its best, that it means something to hit little 
old New York and find some place to go that 
belongs to us—to us women of vaudeville—some 
place where we can belong and get the things 
we like to eat, and have a big enough mirror 
and a place to sit and a telephone all our own, 
and see the folk# we know and have worked 
with. It's the clan spirit cropping out. 

“I haven’t been much of an advocate of clubs 
and don’t ordinarily go in very strong for such 
things. But I wouldn't give up my membership 
in the N. V. A. for more money than it costs. 
And I believe it’s one of the most refining in- 
fluences that vaudeville people have had a 
chance td come in contact with since there 
was such a thing «as vaudeville, and I've 
known the game since it was ‘varietyes.’ 

“I consider my position as the only woman 
officer as one of the highest compliments ever 
paid to me,”

paratively few layoffs), attractive and wholesome 
surroundings, together with an organization 
which really benefits and protects them, have 
worked wonders for the betterment of vaude- 
artists during the past couple of years. 

And yet, in spite of this roseate picture, there 
are still a few channels in so-called vaudeville 
which are a reproach to the profession, and 
which, until they are completely driven out of 
existence, will always continue to give a more 
or less discolored optic to the variety field. 

We refer to the smallest of small time agents 
and managers, with their circuits of victure 
theaters and halls, where vaudeville of a sort 
is presented at rock-bottom prices, but in which 
real talent is often seen, conditions are de- 
plorable. It is not so much the fault of the 
performer as it is the fault of the unscrupulous 
manager and the unscrupulous booking agent. 

To thoroughly understand the situation and 
not to be misled into the belief that such con- 
ditions exist in recognized and organized vaude- 
ville it must be mentioned that in vandeville, 
like in all other branches of trade or profession, 
there are men and women of inferior talent and 
ability, who never can, nor do they, aspire to 
heights other than the lowest strata of that 
branch of the amusement world. They are, to 
a large extent, graduates of the old school of 
variety days, or beginners, or alleged perform- 
ers who manage to fill a want for the very 
cheapest theatcrs playing this type of entertain- 
ment. 

For those who really bave entertaining powers, 
bet who lack sufficient talent or ability to 
gain the higher levels, nothing but pity is due. 
They are unfortunates in more ways than one. 
and yet their lot in life could be materially 
bettered were it not for the manager or the

agent who engages them at wages—not salaries 
—which are by no means commensurate with the 
services they perform. 

These managers and agents play or book acts 
for one, two or three-day stands in out-of-the- 
way houses, many of them theaters with abso- 
Intely no conveniences, where real vaudeville 
talent is usually very rare, where even 
a headliner would not be appreciated, where 
slapstick comedy of the lowest sort is preferred, 
where dressing rooms are dirty and.poorly lighted, 


where hotel accommodations are rotten, to say 
the least; in fact, in the very backwoods of 
civilization. Performers are sent to these thea- 
ters, sometimes at considerable railway expense, 
with glowing promises of ‘‘time’” to follow. 
Sometimes the additional booking is forthcom- 
ing, but more often it is not. The writer knows 
of his personal knowledge of many such cases, 
Hundreds of acts are each year sent ont from 
New York City, Chicago and other booking cen- 
ters to fill dates without so much as a semblance 


of a contract, and with only the agent's word 
as regards salary to be received, or additional 
booking to be allotted. Quite frequently agents 
allow acts to become stranded miles from home, 
solely because they are unable to make good 
their promise to keep the act or acts provided 
with work. 

Then, again, some of these smaller agents 
with the sthall available list of acts they have 
to select from, book more acts for a theater 
than the manager requires, with the result 
that someone has to be disappointed—quite 
often after laying out four, five or six dollars In 
railway transportation, 

Then, too, there is the notorious shark agent, 
who, in spite of drastic laws, persists im de- 
ducting an extortionate commission from all acts 
booked by him. A few of his victims naturally 
kick, but they needs must work, and in order 
to obtain employment on which to exist they 
must accede to the demands of the unscrupulous 
agent, 

From time to time some rantor in vaudeville 
may be heard preaching of the insults to which 
women of the profession are subjected. As hat 
been pointed ont frequently by The Billboard, 
there is no such menace so far as organized 
vaudeville is concerned. It is true that seme 
few years ago a prominent New York booking 
manager achieved considerable of a reputation 
a8 a persistent insulter and debaucher of young 
women who came to his office seeking legitimate 
employment, and it is quite true that there are 
still in business individual agents who defile It. 
but it can safely be stated here. and without 
fear of contradiction, that so far as organized 
vaudeville is concerned—and this means all of 
the so-called big time and the bic «mall time 


cireuits—a woman is just as safe as she 
would be in the bosom of her own family. 
One of the favorite dodges of the very 


small time booking agent is to promise an act

® certain wage at a certain theater, when he 
knows that the manager will not, nor can he 
afford to, pay any such amount. Naturally, the 
act takes the word of the agent and proceeds 
to fill the engagement. At the end of the en- 
fagement there is, of course, q dispute, bur 
as the act has no contract there is no recourse 
but to accept what is proffered, as to remain 
and bring suit would not only be costly, but 
would necessitate a suspension of work. 

Verily, the lot of the real small time per- 
formers in vaudeville is a bard one. It would 
seem as though something should and must be 
done to alleviate their condition, but that is 
& great question which so far has remained 
unsolved, 

Fortunately, the unscrupuious manager and 
the unscrupulous agent are now vastly in the 


minority. They are slowly, but surely, being 
forced ont of business. No doubt there will 
always be more or less of the abuse until drastic 
steps are taken to stamp it out, and until that 
time the small fellows In vaudeville will be 
foreed to bear the brunt. It is a regrettable 
feature, to say the least. Big time vaudeville, 
or even the big small time circuits, bave no 
use for these little talented performers, other- 
wise their difficulty could be quickly solved. 
Just so long as there are small time houses 
playing one, two or three acts for a day, or 
two-day engagements, many of the abuses, it 
ia ficured, will continue, 

For the artist who really merits a place 
tr voudeviile there are no such traps and pit- 
falls, Incidentally, *he National Vaudeville Ar 
tists, Inc., the organization which is this week 
celebrating its first birthday has done much

were heard on 
every hand, 
and the majority of actors did not disguise the 
fact that they did not believe in the sincerity of 
the promoters. 

It was always referred to as the managers’ 
“club,” in a literal sense, and many remarked 
that if it was encouraged the N. V. A. would be 
used to beat them into further servitude. 

But the N. V. A., with the support of the V. 
M. P. A., has developed in the few short months 
of its existence the first real channel for mutual 
friendship that has ever existed between manager 
and actor. 

It has opened up an avenue through which 
troublous affairs of a trifling nature, which fre- 
quently obtain between manager and actor, and 
ofttimes grow in magnitude until they assume 
serious proportions, can be dispersed. For the 
N. V. A. has provided a place of rendezvous where 
the manager and actor can meet upon an equal 
footing and discuss all differences. 

The N. V. A. has placed the manager and 
actor on a footing of equality from the viewpoint 
of fraternity, for they are constantly brought into 
personal contact in their magnificent appointed 


clubrooms, where, in addition to all of the ad- 


vantages of club life, opportunity is afforded for 
the discussion of business affairs, as well as affairs 
of a social nature, for here the members are con- 
stantly in touch with the managers. The rise of 
the N. V. A. club and increase in membership 


of dignity and gentility in the very title, “National 
Vaudeville Artists,”’ and when one reads the names 
of its various executives, with Edward Albee the 
sponsor, the representative head of all that is 
tremendous in the realms of “‘vaude,”’ the marvel- 
ous success of the undertaking is readily under- 
stood. 

That actors were in need of organization is un- 
questioned. But it needed wholesome organiza- 
tion, free from prejudices and petty bickerings. 
It needed organization properly officered that 
would be of benefit to them and not act as a 
boomerang against their interests. 

The National Vaudeville Artists’ Club has be- 
yond question solved the problem of a_ perfect 
understanding between managers and actors, for 
both factions are working in complete harmony 
for mutual good. 

Actors for years have been striving to create 
an organization for social and professional inter- 
course, but their efforts have proven futile and 
unstable, for actors, as a class, are lacking in that 
necessary faculty for business success, tact. 

One of the first attempts to form a social and 
business ogranization at a minimum cost for 
membership was the promotion of the 5 As, a 
society formed in the latter eighties for the pur- 
pose of social intercourse, and as a means of 
bringing the actor and manager together in a 
spirit of fraternity. Actors controlled it, and it 


lated fortunes, 
but if one 


would take the 
time to investigate they will find a business brain 


somewhere concealed about each. Organiza- 
tion is an institution in itself, and can only be suc- 
cessfully accomplished by men schooled in the art. 

The ultimate aim of organization should be 
the advancement of humanity, the systematizing of 
conditions for a general betterment of all con- 
cerned. 

But when organization of any description be- 
comes unfair and oppressive it should be crushed. 

If actors were properly organized all union 
effort would be unnecessary from the viewpoint 
of unionism, as it exists today, for no department 
of the theater could obtain without the actor. 

But actors should learn to respect the ruling 
of the controlling heads, who, in their part, should 
study the interests of the actor in order to protect 
their own. 

Much dissension has become prevalent in the 
profession of the theater, and managers have been 
severely criticized. They have been accused of 
being unfair and unjust to the actor. 

While it is true that the manager in the mul- 
tiplicity of his business cares often forgets that 
many things of great moment to the actor as an 
individual are carelessly considered by himself, 
the actor should try and remember that the man- 
ager has other cares to fret him beside the petty 
annoyances that must develop in the daily routine

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FULL EXPOSE OF 
W.R.A.U. LIKELY’ 
COURT ORDERS 
INVESTIGATION 


Erstwhile Woman Member De- 
mands Books Be Produced 


Supreme Court Directs Officials 
To Show Cause 


Distribution of Funds During 
Strike Questioned 


New York, May 7.—At last, after all 
these months, it begins to look as 
though a full and complete court in- 
vestigation of the White Rats’ methods 
during the last year at least is slated. 
Through an order issued in Supreme 
Court last week by Justice Erlanger 
the White Rats Actors’ Union is di- 
rected to show cause why the books of 
the order should not be produced for 
investigation by Miss Goldie Pember- 
ton, the complainant, and her counsel. 
The court order is made returnable 
May 17. 

Miss Pemberton, who has long been 
a member of the organization, alleges 
that the White Rat executives squan- 
dered or spent illegally the club funds 
during the recent “strike” fiasco, and 
a thorough accounting is demanded. 
The clique of the now extinct organi- 
zation are quavering in their shoes, as 
it is not at all unlikely that once the 
books are produced some startling 
revelations will be forthcoming. 

This is not the first experience the 
White Rats have had with Miss Pem- 
berton. Several months ago, during 
the height of the “strike,.”” she was ac- 
cused of being a “spy” and debarred 
from a closed meeting. It developed 
she was not the party responsible for 
the leaks, as full and complete ac- 
counts of the White Rat activities were 
always forthcoming. 

In her application for a court order 
directing that the White Rat books be 
produced Miss Pemberton alleges that 
during the vaudeville “strike” outside 
pickets were employed for duty at the 
various “boycotted” theaters, at wages 
ranging from $6 to $10 per week. She 
declares there was no oceasion for 
hiring these pickets, and. moreover, 
insists that their employment was a 
function the White Rat officials were 
not authorized to perform. 

This action, it is pretty generally 
conceded, will lead to a full investiga- 
tion of White Rat finances, and may 
be the direct means of sending several 
persons to jail. It hag long been 
charged that the White Rat officials 
were juggling the accounts: open 
charges of misappropriation of funds 
have been made, with no denials forth- 
coming, and those executives who

RAIL EMBARGO 
IN EAST HITS 
CARNIVALS AND 
VARIOUS SHOWS 


Sheesley Caravan Uses Ferry 
in Making a Jump 


War Pressure Blamed for the 
Discrimination 


Handicap May Prevail for Few 
Weeks at Least 


New York, May 7.—Circuses and 
carnivals, especially those showing in 
New England and down the Atlantic 
Coast, are likely to be hard hit during 
the next few weeks as a result of what 
is practically Governmental supervi- 
sion of the railroads for the country, 
due to the war. 

The first of the traveling outdoor 
attractions to feel the effect of a vir- 
tual embargo placed upon the trans- 
portation of such amusement is the 
Greater Sheesley Shows, which yes- 
terday was forced to ferry from Eliza- 
beth, N. J., to Bridgeport, Conn., ow- 
ing to an embargo placed against 
shows and carnivals by the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad up to 
June 1. 

Unable to induce the New Haven 
road to make the haul to the Connec- 
ticut city, the Sheesley outfit was 
forced to make arrangements with the 
Manufacturers & Merchants’ Lighter- 
age Co. and steamed its equipment 
up the sound in the early hours of 
Sunday. Six boat loads were required 
to transport the show. 

Because of the railroad embargo, 
which may be continued after June 1, 
the Sheesley outfit is already planning 
to move by means of auto trucks 

So far as can be learned the S: -es- 
ley Shows is the only outdoor aggre- 
gation so far to be affected by the 
war pressure against the railroads, 
but it is quite generally felt that all 
outdoor enterprises will be more or 
less hit. 

At the offices of the New Haven 
railroad The Billboard was informed 
that there was no special embargo in 
force against carnivals or circuses, but 
that because of the accumulation of 
freight over the entire system and the 
necessity for the prompt dispatch of 
foodstuffs an embargo against all 
additional carload transportation had 
to be put into force. Whether or not 
the embargo would be renewed on 
June 1 the New Haven officials were 
not in a position to state. 

There is a well-defined feeling in

Now the Triangle Film Cor- 
poration, on behalf of the motion pic- 
ture theater men, has entered the dis- 
cussion, and in its weekly organ de- 
votes a lot of space to a review of the 
cut-rate ticket proposition of the past 
few years, and offers the advice to its 
readers that such a method of upbuild- 
ing business be tabooed as much as 
possible. 

The Triangle’s article was prompted 
by a letter received from a picture ex- 
hibitor who objected to a former article 
in which the picture men were warned 
against having anything to do with 
cut rates, he protesting that he was 
making more money with the lower- 
priced tickets than before. Because 
of the always vast interest in this 
question a portion of the Triangle 
article is herewith presented: 

“The difficulty of understanding the 
evil of the cut-rate ticket is the diffi- 
culty of following any evil condition to 
ite root. On the surface of things the 
cut-rate ticket appears like a life saver, 
but underneath it is a growing cancer, 
gnawing the heart out of sound busi- 
ness. If an exhibitor is in business 
for one day. a week or even a season, 
the cut-rate ticket may help him. 
but if he is in business for a longer 
time he will be wise to pass it by.

WAR REVENUE BILL ON AMUSE-

Tax of Ten Per Cent Will Be Assessed 
Against Each Ticket if Bill Be- 
comes a Law 


Washington, D. C.. May 7.—The war revenue 
bill, as reported by the House, Ways and Means 
Conunittee, carries the tax of ten per cent on 
all amusements; that is, a tax of ten per cent 
will be against each ticket sold for 
any amusement purpose if the bill becomes a 
law. The House Committee took over the re- 
port of the subcommittee and drafted the bill 
without granting hearings te anyone, althougn 
protests from amusements interests were re- 
ceived In large numbers. 

The Senate Committee on Finance will hold 
hearings on the House bill, however, beginning 
us soon as this bill is printed. The House Com- 
mittee expects to raise $75,000,000 from the 
tax on amusements. It also ineindes a tax on 
soft drinks as well as increasing the tax on 
liquors; beer will be increased to $2.50 a barrel 
and whiskey &2 a gallon. The present rate on 
wine will be doubled. A tax is placed on trans- 
portation tickets abroad,

No matter what were our own and separate views on the question of 
war and preparedness before the war, there is only one opinion now, and 


that is for the best preparedness and in as short a time as possible,” 


said 


William Jennings Bryan in addressing Cornell University students at a 
meeting of the Intercollegiate Prohibition Association today. 
Mr. Bryan was introduced by President Jacob Gould Schurman. 
“This country needs young men now with clear and quick thinking 


brains, men with steady nerves and muscles,” 
Sam won't let his Annapolis or West Point boys drink. 


Mr. Bryan said. “Uncle 


If they do, he 


can get others to take their’ places; but mothers and fathers who allow 


their sons to drink can not get others to take their places. 


Neither can 


tiis country afford to lose any of these young men, especially in this 


crisis of today. 


“The total abstinence which has meant such a great deal in my 
public and private life was brought about through the teachings of a 
father and mother back in Southern Illinois in my boyhood days, and 
the teachings of parents to a daughter, who later became Mrs. Bryan. 
It was due to their influence that we have always adhered to it, and that 
was why, when we were sojourning in Washington, we omitted liquor 
from our table when entertaining diplomatic guests.

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Musicians the world over have often discussed 
the subject of American Folk Music and in the 
opinion of many of the world’s greatest artists 
and composers there is no such thing as native 
American music. On the other hand many 
American musicilans—both vocal and instrumen- 
tal—state emphatically that there is. That we 
have two distinct types—the Lonesome Tunes of 
our Southern States and the weird folk music of 
the American Indian, That the negro spirituals, 
love sengs and pickaninny lullabies are 
the nearest approach to real American folk song 
is admitted by musicians of all countries. It 
is also admitted we have cowboy tunes, moun- 
tain strains and a number of other local musical 
creations typically American, but not one of 
these songs could ever touch the heartstrings 
of true Americans away from his native shores 
as could the simple melodies of Stephen Foster, 
the composer of My Old Kentucky Home and 
‘The Suwanee Kiver. Last summer Loraine Wy- 
man, an American pianist and composer, assisted 
by Howard Brockway, toured the isolated moun- 
tain fastnesses of Kentucky and Tennessee in 
search of an American musical theme. After 
diligent search they found these mountain folk 
songs evidently had their Inspiration from Enc- 
lish, Irish and even French handed 
down from the ancestors of the mountains. In 
a recent interview Miss Wyman stated that 
while the sources of these folk song« varied 
greatly, yet out of the wealth of unknown ma- 
terial a possible fresh fund for melody had been 
found, and these songs may serve as a new in- 
spiration for the future American composer, Re- 
garding the American Indian folk music {t was 
not until quite recently that the fact became 
known that the American Indian had a song lit- 
erature of his own. Previously the music of 
the Indian was supposed to have consisted of 
weird battleery, the unrhythmic hymn of 
praise, or the crude chanting lullaby. Mme. 
Sembrich heard the song of the Sioux Sun Dance 
and ber great artistry was quick to recognize 
the charm of the native rhythm with its beauty 
of melody, and she used it at one of her 
recent Trecitals, The song was greatly enjoyed 
by her audience, and it will soon be published, 
with the original Sioux words. Frances Dens- 
more has just made a collection of 1,100 Amer- 
ican Indian folk songs for the Bureau of Amer- 
lean Ethnology of the Smithsonian Institute. 
These songs were recorded directly frew the 
singing of the Indians upon an especially con- 
structed phonograph, which she carried for that 
purpose, Two books have already been published 
on Chippewa music, another on Sioux music, 
and is on the prees, while Mixs Densmore is 
now preparing other books on the music of the 
tes, Mandans and Hidasatas. Both are dis- 
coveries of Loraine Wyman and Frances Dens- 
more are considered of great value to native 
composers, as this fund of new material may 
serve as a basia for strictly American themes 
for American music of the future. 


Three famous ‘tMade in America” concert 
artists are Arthur Middleton, bass baritone of 
the Metropolitan: Paul Althouse, tenor of the 
Metropolitan, and Christine Miller, the distin 
suished American contralto. Arthur Middleton 
was born at Tegan, Ia., and is an alumnus of 
Simpson College at Indianola. He began his 
career ag a church singer at 14, while attending 
college, and made bis first appearance as an 
oratorio singer at 19. Like several other Amer

BETTER ROADS BEGUN 


Spring road work, encouraged by the Federal appropriation made last July, whereby 
individual States may be allowed comfortable apportionments for highway improvement, in 
receiving serious attention from the various State highway departments, many of which 
have been created to meet the requirements of the new law in making proper disbursement 


of the Government funds, 


The spring is bringing with it activity which has been dormant during the winter 


months, 


Plans, which have been blocked in the past by insufficient money, and, later, be- 


cause of weather conditions, are ready now for development. 
As a patriotic measure, as well as one of pure economic value, good roads are being 
weighed; the present national crisis has not come without focusing a spotlight on America’s 


unpreparedness in the matter of improved highways. 


this year they are a necessity. 


Last year good roads were desirable; 


It was with no mean amount of wisdom that the Federal appropriation was made last 
summer, with the strings attached, placing the State units under obligation in the way of 


supplying material support when the road work should be begun. 


Departments for direct- 


ing the expenditures and for supervising methods and passing upon the results have been 
formed in the States previously having none, and a systematic campaign for meeting the 
financial obligations which are laid upon the States with their acceptance of Federal 


aid is being faced these early months. 


June elections will open a way in a number of communities for the people to put their 
seal of approval on bond issues necessary to set the money for the work in operation. 
Out in Oregon the issue comes up for the people’s vote in June, and, if carried, practical 


work can be begun within the next few months. 


Particular emphasis is being laid by 


authorities, and those whose interest is greatest in the work, that there will be no blind 
voting, since the pending bond bill describes what roads are to be built, and goes into 
some detail on the general character of their construction. 

The personnel of the commission which Oregon has reorganized for the special work 
of putting into running order the new road work is of the highest moral caliber, and has 
been appointed by Governor Withycombe in full confidence that the members will exercise 
the same care and ability in the money affairs of the Government as they have done with 
their own successful individual business undertakings. 

The Western spirit is exemplified in an editorial recently printed in The Oregon States- 


man. Its first paragraph:

To the outdoor showmen, to whom road conditions mean more than space-filling edi- 
torials, the fact that the country is nearer universal good roads than it ever has been is 


something worth putting into their pipes for a pleasant smoke. 


The machinery is being set. 


It will take time for action, but the wheels have begun to go around, 
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This is a thing that badly needs do- 
ing. We must get rid of the dissen- 
sion, the acrimony, the hostility and 
the hate that is constantly engen- 
dered while the issue remains unde- 
cided or unsettled. 

Vaudeville has a tremendous—a 
glorious—future, but it will take team 
work to attain it. 

There can be no team work without 
mutual trust and understanding, and 
these, once they are made to flourish 
among the actors, will soon extend to 
and gather in the agents, and, that ac- 
complished, the managers. 


Hence the success of the N. V. A. 
is something devoutly to be wished 
for. 

Everyone who has the best interest 
of vaudeville at heart will pull for it. 

Practically all the closely allied in- 
terests are now doing so. 

The agents are boosting. 

So are the managers. 

Only the vaudeartist members are 
remiss—not all, of course—for many 
are highly enthusiastic, giving their 
time and using their influence most 
generously—but too many. 

There is far, far too large a per- 
centage of those who, having joined 
and paid their dues, seem to think 


Surely these are sufficient to make 
every member proud of the organiza- 
tion, proud to wear the button, proud 
to print the emblem on his stationery 
and proud to proclaim his member- 
ship, fealty and allegiance. 


Any member who does not feel ex- 
actly that way about it, moreover, 
owes it to the organization, his pro- 
fession and fellow artists to resign and 
get out. 


The N. V. A. has many tasks ahead 
of it. It will need an undivided solid 
and strongly united. membership to 
negotiate them successfully. 


Just the one big, tremendous (though 
unproclaimed) question that it will 
grapple with and we think solve, i. e., 
“Can artists associate for protective 
purposes in dignified manner and cru- 
sade for definite aims and objects 
without resort to the tactics and ex- 
pedients of trade unionism?” alone 
entitles it to every chance for its white 
alley. 

It will not have a chance if any large 
—yes, any appreciable—percentage of 
its members are lukewarm, tepid or 
indifferent.

For the Cincinnati performances, on the lots 
at Cumminsville and Norwood, Gov. John Robin- 
son lent his magnetic presence to the parade, 
and then repaired to the lot to resume, for a 
few hours, the familiar incidents which he 
abandoned years ago.

DEATH TAKES CHAS. SEELEY 


Veteran Circus Man Succumbs to 
Cancer 


Col. Charles W. Seeley, one of the best known 
circus men in the business, and who had worked 
with shows both in this country and abroad as 
acrobat, clown, advance agent, side-show man- 
uger, legal adjuster, and in other capacities, 
died. in Elmira, N. Y., at the home of his 
brother-in-law, James W. Straight, 155 BE. Hud- 
son street, Saturday night, April 28. Death 
was the result of a cancer of the neck and 
upper shoulder. He was 71 years old, 

Col. Seeley was born in Horseheads, 
in 1844, and spent most of his life in the show 
business, With Sam Shappe. an acrobat, who 
died about a year ago, and other lads, he learned 
to tumble and do acrobatic tricks. When in 
his ninth year he had become on expert tumbler 
and an adept in all sorts of ground acrobatics, 
Frank Vhelps, well-known showman, who passed 
away some yeurs ago, secured Shappe an! 
Seeley, together with a third, and, with himself, 
formed a quartet and went into the circus game 
as posturers and tumblers, 


As an acrobat Mr. Seeley was famous among 
the early cireus men. He went out as 4 
youngster with John Murray’s Show, and war 
later with the Cooper & Batley Show. After he 
beeame too old—along about his 30th year—he 
had to give up as a performer, and took te 
elowning. As a clown he gained much fame 
in the days when the one-ring shows bad only 
one jester, who was a real elown, whe con! 
sing, pantomime, follow the ringmaster aroun-t 
in mimie style and make a speech. He was a 
clown with the Adam Forepaugh Show and alse 
witb Sells Pres. When he passed out of the 
class fer clowns he became at times advance 
agent, manager of the dining tent, boss of th 
sideshow and adjuster. His last ‘connection 
with the show business was a position in the 
booking end of the Keith Vaudeville Circuit. 


When Barnum’s Show went to England years 
ago Mr. Seeley went along, and there became 
acquainted with Wm. Burke, a famous English 
clown, father of Ethel Seeley Burke, otherwise 
the noted Rillie Burke. He had been all over the 
world, in every important country where a circus 
could find patronage, and he had friends every- 
where, especially in the profession. 


Mr. Seeley was a Mason of high degree, from 
the blue lodge all the way np. He was a life 
member of Mecca Temple, No, 1, of the Mystic 
Shrine, in the oasis of New York, and a paid- 
up life member of all bodies, including the 
ereator of “i degree men. He was an honorary 
member of a Lodge of Perfection in Ireland. 
He never married. 


The funeral was held Monday afternoon, Apri? 
80. Burial was made in Woodlawn Cemeterg 
at Elmira, with full Masonic honors. Jom 
Comosh officiated as Worshipful Master at the 
grave. Mr. Comosh, a former circus man, and 
Mr. Seeley were very warm friends for over 
fifty years. The services were largely attended. 
and there were most beautiful fioral pieces sent 
from New York Consistory, also Greenwich

A big man with a 
commanding physique and personality should, 
with less effort, turn ‘em better than the lit- 
tle man, who must depend entirely on speech 
to make good. My opinion is that a big man 
with a big voice is the proper party on a kid 
show on the cireus lot, bot a talker on a 
carnival show must study his people daily, as 
he is there for a week. He must watch for the 
psychological moment, be versatile, be clean, 
clever, convincing, and, above all, good-natured: 
in fact, a diplomat, and even then ‘it ain't

WHY THE N. V. A. IS HERE TO STAY 


Even if the charge made by critics of the N. V. A., that it is run by the managers 
and not actors, was true, which we cannot admit, even for the sake of argument, ft 
would not be a bad thing at all, especially during the early stages of the organization's 
career. 

One has only to review the history of the W. R, A. U. 
ganization of actors can be run for actors solely by actors. 

Actors, as a rule, are execrably poor business men, and the successful management 
of a big actors’ association is work for the keenest, shrewdest business men obtainable. 

The ranks of actors will yield such men in time, They are.few, but they exist, and, 
few as they are, there are enough. 

The trouble is that the great majority of actors will not recognize their gifts and fitness, 
and, consequently, will not elect them to office. 

Left to themselves actors would elect popular men, or men who have a genius for 
friendship, or good fellows, or, worse still, men merely glib or capable only of making a 
great speech. 

With its destinies controlled by such men no organization can get anywhere or do any- 
thing. They will only dissipate its revenues, mismanage its affairs, miedirect its energies 

“and bring discredit upon the profession. 

A campaign of education must be conducted. The members of the N. V. A. must be 
taught that the management and administration of the organization is a business and 
business men must be picked for executive offices. 

The members must learn that they must vote with their heads and not listen solely 
to the promptings of their hearts. 

When they have learned this lesson the sole and absolute control of the Association 
will be gladly handed over to them. 

But, until they are fit to govern themselves wisely, that function will be performed 
for them by the present invisible government, in which they participate, but only to the 
extent of 49%. 

The Billboard hopes so at least, for the N. V. A. is already working out big improve- 
ments in conditions and conferring many great and real benefits on vaudeartists, which it 

would be a great pity to risk losing by a hasty or premature experiment with self-goyern- 
ment.

Pailey Circus. Chico is said to have been 
twenty or thirty pounds lighter than Fuller and 
considerably smaller. 

Charley Smith, owner of Fuller, gives some 
interesting facts regarding the animal. Fuller 
is nine years of age, is gaining three to four 
inches and putting on fifteen pounds a year. 
He was brought to this country when a year 
old, making him a bidder for the longevity 
record of a ‘‘chimp.’’ in captivity. Without 
misfortune, Smith claims Fuller will grow to 
be 250 pounds in weight and be in the neighbor- 
hood of six feet in height. 

He is unusually healthy and active and never 
hac had any artificial heat, sleeping out of 
doors in a bed and covering himself with an 
extra blanket when the weather has turned 
cold. Fuller has been put on exhibition com- 
paratively recently. His first appearance was 
at the Wonderland Museum at San Francisco, 
where he showed during the P.-P. I. E. Previous 
to that time he was never caged, but was treated 
as a pet by by his owner, Dr. Knowlton, a mil- 
Honaire of Pasadena. He had the run of the 
grounds and was known to every school boy of 
the city. He would play baseball, and never 
wandered out of bounds, sticking to the grounds 
of his owner. He hecame so rough in his play 
that the city authorities requested Dr. Knowlton 
to cage him up, which he did. Fuller escaped 
one day about two years ago, and was found 
five miles away by a mother whose baby he 
held in his arms. ‘The mother fainted. Dr. 
Knowlton was made the defendant in a law suit 
and forced to pay several thousand dollars 
damages te the mother, who claimed she never 
recovered from the sbheck. 

Fuller was immediately dispesed of to Smith. 
He has never been worked since, although he 
bas never heen known to bite or attack anyone. 
Dr. Know!ton visits him occasionally and goes in 
the cage and plays with him. A regular love 
feast ensues at each visit. 

Fuller is a great smoker, enjoying’ his cigar 
or pipe whenever he gets the opportunity. He 
has been taught to sit at a table and write. 
His value as a ballyhoo is best shown in his 
apparent fits of rage when he tears at and 
shakes the cage, threws things and cuts up 
generally. He has been taught to do all this, 
so there is little fear of his doing any damage 
in this fashion. 

Smith claims that Fuller is the nearest ap- 
preach to a gorilla of any animal in captivity 
and bills him as such. When standing erect 
with a reach over all of seven feet, he surely 
looks the part. His arms, shoulders and im- 
mense hands are larger than those of any human 
being. 

Fuller has escaped the colds and Inng troubles 
common to chimpanzees in captivity and is ap- 
parently immune from them. This is accounted 
-_ by the fact that he is constantly on the go, 

ercising on his trapeze, etc., and sleeping in 
the open. Some of the best showmen in the 
eountry who have seen him claim that he is 
one of the most valuable pieces of show property 
in existence and that he will probably never he 
duplicated in this country. 

Smith isthinking seriously of exhibiting 
Fuller, either as an independent show traveling 
about the country. or of placing him with some 
responsible traveling organination, where he 
would be a sure feature.—BOZ.

ginning for the first time to realize the serious- 
ness of the situation, 


In the meantime a small hand/7ul of the ‘‘faith- 
ful’’ Rat followers have organized themselves 
into an alleged social and benevolent organiza- 
tion, titled The Wanderers. In order to attempt 
to hoodwink the vaudeville managers outsiders 
have been admitted to membership and elected 
to office. Discussing this new organization one 
of the prominent vaudeville managers said to 
The Billboard: 


“These performers have fooled no one but 
themselves so far. If any performers join thie 
organization, believing the organization to be 
solely for social and beneficial purposes, it 
will be they who are fooled. A great many art- 
ists have the idea that because the White Rats 
have passed out of existence the Vandeville 
Managers’ Protective Association has done, or 
will do, likewise. That idea is all wrong. The 
Vv. M. P. A. is a permanent organization, and 
will be found to be a very active one. 


There have been frequent rumors in circulation 
the past week of a transfer of the former Rat 
clubhouse, but so far no deal has been consum- 
mated. On the doors of the once popular insti- 
tution is a typewritten notice directing inquirer 
to Bloomberg & Bloomberg, attorneys, 5 Beek- 
man street. The N. V. A. has not entered into 
negotiations for the clubhouse, and it is not 
likely they ever will, 

During the last week the United Booking Of- 
fices put into effect the norcancelation clause 
for members of the National Vaudeville Artists.

CUT-RATE TICKET QUESTION 
AGAIN IN THE LIMELIGHT 
(Continued from page 24) 


sound business policy and cut rates became 
the practice nearly everywhere in Greater New 
York. From this carelessness developed a 
Frankenstein—the speculator in cut-rate tickets, 
And, as Louis Sherwin pointed out in The New 
York Globe of September 17, 1915, the paper 
of which he was dramatic editor, when man- 
agers awakened to the evil that they had done 
themselves and endeavored to abolish the prac- 
tice they found this scalper, who had learned 
to make his fortune by it, determined to con- 
tinue his profession, and as difficult to shake 
off as Sinbad’« old man of the sea. 

“When be found that some managers were no 
longer willing to supply him with tickets at 
the low rate he bought their tickets at full 
price and undersold them at a dead loss to 
himself to his patrons, certain that managers 
would soon or later fall back to the cut-rate 
expedient, He determined to hold his trade at 
any cost until the storm against it had blowh 
over. He proved a shrewd judge of the situa- 
tion, for very soon the managers began again, 
and some continue to this very writing. 

“Speculators themselves waxed rich, and with 
money so acquired even bought up whole weeks 
of tickets for the entire capacity of qa theater 
at flat rates. In this way they ventured to 
guarantee the success of a likely play before 
it opened. 

“In 1915 a speculator bought out the first 
six weeks of a forthcoming play produced by a 
firm noted for its successes, and so completely 
reimbursed the management for a profit for its 
expenditure on the production before it opened. 

“Persons applying at the box office for seats 
during these six weeks were referred to the 
eut-rate man, and, discusted by what looked 
to them like double-dealing, or, to use a 
happy slang expression. ‘working both ends 
against the middle,” they left the place and 
didn’t come back again. At the end of the 
speculator’s six weeks business slumped sud- 
denly, and the otherwise quite acceptable pro- 
duction failed." 


CHAUNCEY OLCOTT WILL ASSIST

New York, May 7.—The cut-rate theater 


ticket is again threatening to break into the 
calcium, 

It bas not been so very long since this alleged 
evil, which needed very little encouragement 
or nourishment to blossom forth, not with burs, 
bat with thorns, sprung up in the legitimate 
field of amusement business and came near to 
disrupting the standard of prices which it had 
required two-ecore years for the managers to 
build up. 

Just as the situation is developing in the 
motion picture field now, with some exbibitors 
in favor of cut rates and others arguing against 
them, was the state of things that confronted 
the legitimate managers and brought into ex- 
istence the omnipresent ‘‘scalper’’ or specu- 
lator, who has clung so tightly that all the 
efforts of the managers have failed to definitely 
“shake”? him. 

An excellent argument against cut rates is 
cited in the official house organ of Triangle of 
April 21, in answer to a letter from an ex- 
hibitor that he had found the cut-rate system 
highly beneficial to his theater. The argument 
ix clear, concise, logical and very broad—it is 
wot one-sided in any sense of the word—and re- 
views the evil as it grew and matured in the 
legitimate field, to the time it was cast out— 
nearly—by the supreme and united efforts of 
the managers, who deemed it best in order to 
protect their theaters from certain ruin. 

There is every reason to believe the argument 
may apply to the motion picture theater as well 
as the legitimate house, inasmuch as the prob- 
lem of filling the empty seats is very nearly 
identical, 

One instance of how the cut-rate system works 
a hardship upon the theater is cited in The 
Triangle’s argument, as follows: ‘Speculators 
waxed rich, and with money so acquired (from 
their profits of cut rates) even bought up whole 
weeks of tickets for the entire capacity of the 
theater at fat rates. In this way they ventured 
to guarantee the success of a likely play before 
it opened. In 1915 a speculator bought out the 
first six weeks of a forthcoming play produced 
by a firm noted for its successes, and so com- 
pletely reimbursed the management with a profit 
for ite expenditure on the production before it 
opened. Persons applying at the box office for 
seats during the six weeks were referred to the 
eut-rate man, and, disgusted by what looked to 
them like double dealing, they left the place 
and didn’t come back. At the end of the specn- 
lator’s six weeks business slumped euddenly, and 
the otherwise quite acceptable production 
failed.”” 

After the expensive lesson learned through the 
experiences of and with the speculators the man- 
agers vowed ‘“‘never again."’ 

WM the exhibitor co through the same proc- 
ess, and experiment to his own satisfaction, 
or will he heed the advice of the legitimate 
managers and “stay away from it?’

“The fact that you have actually reduced our 
costs so @harply in the very face of advavcing 
prices on all sorte of labor and material, is a 
sreat big thing: but a still bigger one is the 
fact that you have tmproved our quality so re- 
narkably while chopping down the costs. So 
‘auch for the dollar viewpoint. But there's an- 
other thing that makes me feel even better, and 
that is the fact that you have demonstrated to 
the whole world that {t fs not necessary for a 
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moving picture studio to be a madhouse nor an 
immoral ‘joint.’ I used to feel like crawling 
into a hole and hiding when I heard of the con- 
ditions in our studios, so you can imagine what 
a pleasure it is to be able to look the world in 
the face today and say that our studios are as 
clean as a hound’s tooth—not only physically, 
but morally. It is a safe place for any pure 
girl or any young chap to work, and we used 
to think this was impossible in a picture studio, 

“You are leaving with a 100 per cent record 
of achievement. That's pretty fair.’’

More of the Latter Needed 


Next to the ‘‘filthy film’ the thing that the 
moving picture game suffers most from is the 
small percentage of showmen among exhibitors. 

Far, far too many of these ‘‘retailers,’’ as 
equally wrong-thinking men among the mannv- 
facturers and exchange men are wont to call 
and think of them, are, in fact, really only 
storekeepers. 

They operate their houses as if they were 
dispensing merchandise, and the inevitable re- 
sult is that houses in their hands never become 
anything other than mo>re shops, sans all the 
lure of the theater, possessing, in fact, no 
greater attraction or draft than other shops. 

Notice the diff when a showman oper- 
ates a picture house. 

You know there is a show in town before you 
leave the depot. His posters proclaim it. 

His lobby display ie different. It is never 
perfunctorily made. He never drops into a rut 
or routine, 

He is in the newspapers. 

He uses light lavishly. 

He is a thorough believer in house to house 
work and programs tirelessly. 

And he knows the tastes of the people he 
caters to, and when he can select his films hits 
their fancy with unerring aim. 

Yet here is W. J. Hagerty, of Paramount's 
New Jersey Exchange, addressing exhibitors 
through Paramount’s fluent and forceful press 
agent, Charles B®. Moyer, as follows, viz.: 

“You are not a ‘showman’ or a circus pro- 
prietor. You are a seat salesman. Your em- 


ployees are your assistants. The front of your 
theater is your display window. The appoint- 
ments of your theater are the service that you 
furnish with every seat you sell and your pros- 
are in the home, not in the opposition 

This is a new way of looking at your 
job. Try the methods of modern business and 
your sales will increase accordingly. 

“Plan your advertising to bring the people out 
of the home, make your theater a worthy com- 
petitor of the home. Give them entertainment 
of consistent quality. Present your pictures in 
a manner befitting their art and you will find 
a wonderful change in the interest of the peo- 
ple.” 

This fool notion, and it is entertained in many 
manufacturers’ offices besides that of Para- 
mount, is one of the very serious handicaps the 
motion picture has to contend with. 

The exhibition of a film is a show. 

The house it is exhibited in is a theater—a 
show house. 

And the management of that house should 
be in the hands of a showman. 

One of the great and crying needs of the busi- 
ness is more showmen in its retail end. 

One of the wisest and most far-seeing moves 
that producers could make right now is to set 
about attracting and drawing them into the 
game. 

To decry and disparage them or their methods 
denotes the poorest kind of judgment. 

It is silly. ‘

Another fairyland attraction, entirely different 
from the Bug House, is the Enchanted Forest, 
the original idea and conception of J. K. 
Young. One thousand feet of dense forest, it 
is a miniature reproduction of a scene from 
the famous Swiss Alps, dear to the hearts of 
boys and girls as the home of Sarta Claus. 


With beautiful waterfalls, babbling  ‘<s, huge 
trees, mysterious bridges, deceivin; ror re- 
flections, it is just one rollicking .ogle of 


getting lost and found in and out of the huge 
trees, out of which no one could emerge with- 
out the ald of the forester, who guides you 
safely through the mysterious meshes of forest 
deep into the mountainside tavern. Here your 
guide acts as an entertainer in the tavern, 
where a pantomime and vaudeville show is go- 
ing on, and where the weary and bewildered 
traveler may have refreshment tf desired.

The African Jungle occupies another of these 
theaters, which is built in the form of an 
amphitheater, where the audience can look down 
upon the performance of a troupe of trained 
seals, lions, tigers and wonderful performing, 
leopards. 

A most beautiful anl lifelike painting of a 
handsome woman will be exhibited in one of 
these theaters, This painting is said toa be 
even more beautiful than Stella, whose life- 
likeness created a sensation at the Pan-American 
Exposition in San Francisco. 

The old velodrome has been enlarged and re- 
modeled into an arena, where California Frank 
will exhibit a realistic reproduction of Pioneer 
California with scenes taken from many 
incidents in this daring ex-Government official's 
adventuresome career. Resides the daring feats 
of horsemanship accomplished by Marion Fran- 
ces, Pauline and young Miss Hafley, there will 
be a troupe of cowpunchers and cowgirls in 
bronk riding, fancy and trick riding on wild 
horses. 

The Schwartz Amusement Company will put 
in a new Whip, and Henry Merle will have an 
88.000 candy race track, occupying a large 
bailding. The Figure Eight, Shoot-the-Chuates, 
Thousand Islands, Jack Rabbit, Royal Gorge, 
Derby, Greyhound, Blue Streak and many other 
riding devices have all been extensively en- 
larged and improved. Besides these there are 
several new rides, 

For weeks the gardeners have been engaged in 
laying out walks, planting trees, shrubs and 
flowers. When entering the pork it looks like 
a Moslem city, or the capital of Turkey, with 
the hundreds of minarets pointing skyward. 
Thousands of glittering electric lights illumi- 
nate the park, turning night into day. 

For the convenience and comfort of visitors 
forty sanitary refreshment stands have been 
erected, conducted and run under the auspices 
of the park management.

Another feature is the private bottling works, 
for sodas, pops, charged waters, etc., where 
seventy-five bottles per minute can be bottled. 

Besides the modern-priced, sanitary restau- 
rants there are several up-to-date, high-class 
cafes, serving all the dainties and delicacies of 
the season, The rathskellar, with Hand's Jass 
Rand; the Merrie Garden, with Tomaso’s Jass 
Band, and the Casino and several other elite 
food palaces. 

Never before in the history of the park has it 
been so extensively advertised not only in Chi- 
eogo. but to neighboring towns within easy 
distance of town.

of concerns with nation-wide ramifications. They 
decided to continue the exhibition as usual. 

“They argued that the existing depression 
was, to large extent, psychological; that 
at heart Canadian business was sound that 
the country required only to be shaken out 
of the lethargic, pessimistic state into which 
it had drifted in order to realize its real 
fundamental strength and commercial stability, 

“They argued, also, that the Exhibition 
could bring about the necessary revulsion of 
sentiment, the awakening of all classes of 
the commonity to an appreciation of the abso- 
Jute need for national cheerfulness and in- 
dustrial optimism. 

“The Canadian National Exhibition is unique 
among annual exposition enterprises,"’ de- 
clored Dr. Orr. “It is closely bound up with 
the lives of the people, and perhaps more 
accurately reflects national conditions than any 
other known barometer, and the onteome of 
‘he 1914 event was awnited with deep interest. 
The eyes of the nation were turned towards 
Toronto—and the eyes of the nation were glad- 
‘ened by the most cheering, stimulating sight

particularly from the berder cities, but owing 
to the harmful rumors afloat that visitors to 
Canada must have passports, that if they come 
in they were liable to mii'tary service, and 
with many other equally silly and unfounded 
stories in general circulation, it was not to 
be wondered at that American patrenage was 
practically eliminated. Yet despite this the 
attendance jumped to 864,000, or 102,000 people 
More than in 1914. 

*“*But.’’ continued Dr. Orr, “‘the increased at- 
tendance was not the most significant thing 
that year. The real important, cheerful, up- 
lifting, stimulating development was the de- 
portment of the crowds. The manufacturer, 
the farmer and the general exhibitor had ap- 
plied for space in almost as great numbers 
as in previous years, and the evidence on all 
sides of the productive and constructive enter- 
prise of Canada acted as a national tonic. 

“The whole Exhibition seemed to symbolize 
the spirit of Canadian people and exemplified 
the fact that at heart we were not daunted 
by the untoward events in Europe. After view- 
ing the overflowing live stock stables, the 
bountiful results of the harvest just over, 
the whirring wheels in the process building, 
the display of merchandise and manufactured 
goods, the crowds left the grounds with a new 
confidence, qa new respect for the worker, the 
manufacturer, the farmer, and a more abiding 
faith in Canada’s ability to hold up her end 
no matter how long the war lasted. 

“I do not claim the Exhibition was entirely 
responsible, but it is a significant coincidence 
that immediately following the ‘Patriotic 
Year’ event in 1915 general trade and business 
showed sigus of revival, and continued to im- 
prove until today it has attained tremendeus 
volume and momentum. 

“‘We made the military theme the dominant 
one throughout the Exhibition that year, glort- 
fying Empire service and emphasizing the ne- 
cessity of keeping things moving at home that 
the boys at the front might not lack the mn- 
nitions and supplies that enable them to hold 
their place in the battle line. 

“As a result the Exhibition proved not only 


a stimulus to trade, but developed into what 
was enthusiastically described by public and 
military officials as ‘The biggest recruiting 


meeting in Canada.’ 

“It reached men from remote rural séctions, 
whom the recruiting officers up to that time 
had been unable to inspire with the military 
spirit. Many of these almost immediately 
hastened to the colors. 

“We have kept the military theme foremost 
in our program ever since with excellent re- 
sults. Our grounds and buildings, too, have 
given the country splendid service curing the 
winter months. Ground and buildings have 
been occupied as a mobilization center from 
the time the summer camps close until they 
are ready for opening again, and probably 
30,000 men have received their initial training 
here since 1914. 

“At one time 10,000 men were camped in the 
buildings, together with hundreds of remounts, 
big and little guns, and full accoutrement for 
all branches of the service. There are over 70 
buildings on the grounds, and every one was 
used for some purpose or other by the military 
authorities throughout the winter. Essentially 
designed to promote the things that make for 
peace, the Exhibition thus exemplified its 
utility also in times of war. 

“My advice to the managers of fairs would 
be to keep the gates wide open. Exalt mill- 
tary service and patriotism, keep the flag fly- 
ing everywhere, stimulate production in all 
lines of effort by emphasizing the necessity of 
keeping productive enterprise going at top 
notch. 

“And do not neglect the recreative end. Peo- 
ple need relaxation in the present tense eitua- 
tion, but, incidentally, keep the educational 
function of the fair uppermost, even in its 
recreational processes. There may be some 
criticism at first, some demand that the fair 
be closed during war times, but the agitation 
will quickly die down and the agitators will 
later rise up and call you blessed. 

“The fair and exhibition is even more im- 
portant in these times than in peace years. 
By all means keep it going and you will be 
performing an important national service, 

“This has been the experience of the Canadi- 
an National Exhibition. and that it has been 
appreciated is indicated by the fact that the 
attendance last year jumped back to nearly 
normal—910,000 people. This, too, with 40,000 
men gone to the front from the Toronto district 
alone. 

“Any suggestion that we close now would 
be severely frowned down. Public officials pay 
it tribute for the service it has rendered in 
war times, and American fairs can in their 
own way render just as invaluable service to 
their district and nation. There are in Ontario 
alone 382 fall fairs, and many more throughout 
the other eight provinces of the Dominion. So 
far as®I know not one of these closed down 
on account of the war, They all followed the 
Toronto example.” 


TO HAVE SOLDIERS’ REUNION 


Paris, Tenn., May 5.—A strong feature of the 
1917 fall meeting of the Henry County Fair As- 
sociation to be held here September 19-22, will 
be a Confederate reunion, and all old soldiers, 
regardless of the fact that they wore either 
| the blue or the gray, will be admitted free 
every day during the fair. Secretary H. L. 
Bruce states that premiums on agricultural 
products, poultry and stock of all descriptions 
will be extremely liberal this year and the 
racing purses will also be very attractive. The 
Henry County Association boasts of having the 
fastest half mile track in Tennessee. 

Last year the fair was handicapped by having 
two days of very bad weather, but the season 
Was a money maker for both the association and 
concession men, there being three times as many 
of the latter as there were the year previous.
